Three or four tall, logs will be

DR. A. A. CAMPBELL, 
MARIN LEADER, DIES 


Ex-Mayor Of Corte Madera, Friend Of Truman, 
Stricken At Sonoma County Ranch At Age 55* 


Dr. Archibald A. Campbell, 85- 
year-old community leader and 1950 
census director for Marin county, 
was found dead early today at his 
ranch near Healdsburg. 
The former mayor of Corte Ma­ 
dera and person?.! friend of Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman apparently 
died of a heart attack. 
He was a chiropodist whose office 
was at 1018 B street, San RafaeL 
His family home is 102 Hillside 
avenue, San Rafael. 
Dr. Campbell was one of the 
spark-plugs in the postwar drive to 
set up the Marin Hospital district 
and build a publicly-owned medical 
facility for the county. 
Dr. Campbell was a veteran of 
World War I service and was Mis­ 
souri state commander of the Am­ 
erican Legion in 1922. During that 
period Truman was active in Jack­ 
son county Legion affairs and the 
two became well-acquainted. 
Later Dr. Campbell moved from 
Monett, Mo., to Spokane, Wash., 
where he became chef de guerre of 
of the local 40 et 8 (American Le­ 
gion affiliate) voiture. He and his 
wife, Eugenia M. Campbell, moved 
to Marin in 1931 and settled In 
Corte Madera. 
He entered town politics and was 
elected city councilman, serving as 
mayor in 1941. 
During the war, the doctor served 
on the Marin county rationing 
board of the Office of Price Ad­ 
ministration (OPA). His federal 
service included direction of the 
1950 census in Marin county. 
At World War ITs end, Dr. 
Campbell took an active part in the 
campaign to set up the Marin 
Hospital district and to float bonds 
for construction of the facility 
which is scheduled for opening this 
summer. 
Last night, the doctor was sched­ 
uled to preside at a meeting of the 
Redwood Empire district of the 
California Chiropodists’ association 
in Napa. He is president of the 
unit.

The witness was Miss Lydia E 
Innes of San Jose, secretary of the 
committee on finance and govern 
ment c# the Santa Clara county 
grand jury, just discharged.

Innes 
sharply 
criticized 
secrecy of welfare operations and 
cited “cases of lavish expenditures 
far beyond my own means,” and 
read a letter, dated last Jan. 17 
which she said summarized the 
findings of the grand jury com 
mittee.

She told how the committee in­ 
vestigated the welfare situation in 
Santa Clara county after the grant 
jury of the previous year had rec­ 
ommended demotion of the welfare 
director. 
Miss Innes said the committee 
found a family receiving $350 
month support which was able to 
purchase two television sets costing 
u total of $1,000. 
She also said the grand jury in­ 
vestigation cleared the welfare di­ 
rector, Mrs. Mary Edith Clifford, 
and Deputy District Attorney Peter 
J. Mancuso. 
“We had no fault to find with 
Mr. Mane.uso and Mrs. Clifford,’’ 
Miss Innes fold the 'interim, com­ 
mittee. "We felt policy making at 
top levels was the point at which 
the trouble emanated.” 
Under close questioning by As­ 
semblyman Robert L. Condon (D., 
Walnut Creek), Miss Innes was un­ 
able to give any specific examples 
of fault at the top level. 
But she said it was the spirit 
fostered by the State Department 
of Public Welfare which led the 
local officials “to spend more and 
ask less.” 
She read a letter by the grand 
jury committee, addressed to mem­ 
bers of the Santa Clara county 
board of supervisors, and to the 
Santa Clara county members of the 
state legislature. 
The letter read in ptfrt: 
“We are appealing to you as our 
representatives to make a deter­ 
mined effort to remedy existing 
conditions. 
• 
Approximately 70 per cent of all 
money collected from property taxes 
in Santa Clara county is expended 
for welfare and welfare institutions. 
“Distribution of funds to those 
who are blind or aged, to all those 
who may be classed as legitimate, 
worthy recipients is not questioned. 
But the allotments given year after 
year under the state-aid-to-needy- 
children program, particularly and 
the general welfare fund too fre­ 
quently contributo neither to the 
genuine welfare of individual, recip­ 
ients nor to public welfare. 
“In fact, abandonment of home 
and children seem to be fostered 
by the enhanced income lavished 
upon so-called abandoned families. 
“Allotments to persons of ques­ 
tionable character and occupation, 
to families who spend extravagant 


for luxuries, the average self-sus­ 
taining taxpaying family cannot 
afford, are to be deplored. 
“Money for extras, such as re­ 
frigerators, dining room sets or 
house repair, house painting, etc.. 
granted over and above generous 
monthly allotments seems to result 
in giving more and more just for 
the asking. . . . 
“A rapidly increasing segment of 
our population is sucking the life 
blood from our society, destroying 
the independence of the average 
self-sustaining family, along with 
the total destruction of the re­ 
cipients’ independence ” 
The letter also recommended that 
“legislation which cloaks welfare 
activities with secrecy be revised to 
provide reasonable and essential in­ 
vestigation of welfare cases by qual­ 
ified persons and to provide ade­ 
quate control of expenditures on the 
local level.” 
The letter was signed by the four 
members of the committee—Milton 
G. Moeiming, 1094 South Second: 
St., : San Jose; Arch Wilson, of 
Stevens Creek road, Cupertino; H 
Taylor Perry of 1960 Webster St 
Palo Alto, chairman of the commit­ 
tee. and Miss Innes, its secretary. 
Moenning attended the interim 
committee hearing today and was 
introduced, but did not make any 
statement. 
Earlier, George MdLaughlin, a 
representative of the San Francisco 
district attorney’s office, had rec­ 
ommended a change in the welfare 
code to stop chiseling. 


British Learn Of 
Cayman Islands 
-Without Tax 


LONDON UP)—The British gov­ 
ernment told its envious subjects 
today about the land they all are 
looking for—a group of sun-bathed 
ropical islands where there is no 
ncome tax, land tax or estate duty. 
All that is to be found, the colon­ 
ial office said in a report, in the 
three Cayman islands, a British de­ 
pendency of Jamaica. 
The Islanders live by exporting 
turtles and rope. 
The Cayman islands government 
derives most of its revenue from 
import duties *and the sale of post­ 
age stamps, which together yielded 
20,090 pounds ($56,000) in the year 
1949-50. the report states.

Roy C. Votaw, assistant chief, 
division of field services. Youth Au­ 
thority, reviewed the authority’s 
survey of Marin county and de­ 
scribed the county as a long-estab­ 
lished “mecca for recreationists ” He 
said Marin county has an unusually 
high participation in youth group 
programs.

Walter Busfaer, county probation 
officer, stated that the majority of 
children contacted by his office 
were those who were sent on to the 
streets from “weak homes.” Planned 
recreation has been proved a con­ 
structive force for them, he said. 
Votaw stated that there are 250 
teen-age centers in California and 
that these have .been very helpful 
in b’uilding for leadership. 
Conclusions, drawn by audience 
participation, were that there Is a 
continued need for teen-age facili­ 
ties and that the main desire of 
young people is to have a place of 
their own to meet where they can 
feel they “belong.” 


Preceding the discussion the four 
council presidents were introduced: 
Mesdames Edward L. Abramson, 
Mill Valley: Henry Croker, Ross 
Valley; George Alpers. San Rafael; 
and Fred G. Doyer, acting president 
for southern Marin.'

Moth Balls Áre Not Safe In 
The Hands Of Small Children 
By Herman N. Bundeaen, M.D. 


Parents should take special care 
to keep moth balls away from small 
children who might eat them. 
Most moth balls are not made 
of camphor, but of naphtalene, a 
chemical which causes * a severe 
type of anemia when taken into the 
blood stream. 
• 
Grownups might think that the 
taste would be enough to keep 
youngsters from putting moth balls 
into their mouths, but this does not 
seem to be true for small children, 
who think the smooth balls are 
candy. 
MISTAKEN CONDITION 
The danger in the type of anemia 
caused by paphthalene is that the 
condition might easily be mistaken 
for hemolytic anemia, which re­ 
quires the removal of the spleen. 
Removal of the spleen is not neces­ 
sary for the anemia of moth ball 
poisoning.

The urine is usually dark, due to 
the presence of blood or of hemo- 
glcbin, which is the blood coloring. 
Blood changes due to naphthalene 
may also give the skin a bluish 
color. The blood count is usually 
very low, and the ca.se may easily 
be diagnosed as hemolytic anemia. 
BEST TREATMENT 
When the anemia can be traced 
to naphthalene, the best treatment 
usually calls for blood transfusions. 
It also includes treatment with so­ 
dium bicarbonate and sodium lac­ 
tate, drugs which raise the alkaline 
level of the blood. 
Parents are warned to keep moth 
balls and flakes away from small 
Children. If a child becomes sud­ 
denly ill with severe anemia, the 
doctor should be called at once and 
the parent should try to find out 
if the youngster was seen eating 
moth balls, as this single piece of 
information can make all the dif­ 
ference in treating the condition.

Superior Judge Jordan Martinelli put hi* 
inger on a «our lituation the other day, a 
ituation that needi a thorough looking into. 


He publicly acknowledged the crowded con­ 
dón of the superior court calendar in Marin 
d noted that a principal cause of this legal 
-jam is to be found in the large number 
I cases unloaded onto Marin courts from San 
(Quentin prison. 
Judge Martinelli observed that many of these 


cases brought into court should more properly 
be handled directly by the Californiai Adult 
authority; for instance, attempted escape cases. 
Because it determines the length of a convict's 
sentence by his degree of rehabilitation, the 
adult authority should he quite able to deal 
effectively with cases of attempted escape* with­ 


out resort to the courts. 


But for reasons we can't comprehend, the 


adult authority prefers to bring convicts into 
court at any and every opportunity, instead 
of dealing with them directly and independ­ 
ently. 


Since San Quentin is located in Marifi, our 
courts and administration of justice among 
our local citizenry suffers. Obviously, this isn't 
just. 


The situation is nothing new, nor Is Judge 
MartineJli’i recognition of it new. It is some­ 
thing which has concerned most attorneys and 


many litigants who find themselves facing costly 


court delays as the result of it. 


We hope Judge Martinelli and the grand 


jury will follow through op anr investigation. 


There certainly must be some way to alleviate 


what the judge correctly described as a “de­ 


plorable’' condition.

Brannon's Eagerness To Bring 
In Own Verdict Lacks Confidence 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, by way of com­ 
ment on a House appropriations subcommittee's 
interim report on alleged irregularities in the opera­ 
tions of the Commodity Credit 'Corp., asserts that 
when the evidence is all in his department will be 
found innocent on all counts. That may be so. But 
Hr. Brannan’s eagerness to bring in his own 
verdict before the case has been fully tried Is hArdly 
calculated to inspire public confidence in him or 
his subordinates. 
* 
So far as Mr. Brannan himself is concerned, the 
only question the committee’s inquiry has raised if 
the efficiency of his supervision of the CCC. Natur­ 
ally, that supervision has to be exercised through 
subordinates. But if the secretary knows the crop 
loan business of the corporation «0 intimately that 
he can assert that everything is all right there, why 
did he not prevent the “shortages” of stored grain 
which he admits may amount to as much as $5 
million in value? 
Mr. Brannan’s prescience goes even further. He 
asserts that all the value of the “converted” grain 
will be recovered except perhaps for about gl million. 
How does he know that, since he didn’t know of the 
unauthorised disposals of loan pledged grain in time 
to thwart them?

Learned Bitter- Lesson In Tunisia 


NEW YORK (JF) — The present 
French-Arab tension in Tunisia 
must bring back wry memories 
these days to thousands of Ameri­ 
can veterans. 
For just nine year» ago this 
.week the U. S. Army's Second 
* Corps was learning a bitter les­ 
son in the art of warfare In 
the battle of Kasserine Gap. 
Their teachers were the com­ 
bat-hardened warriors of Field 
Marshal Rommel’s famed Afrika 
Korps. Pursued more than 1,000 
miles across the sands from Libya 
by Montgomery’s tenacious “Des­ 
ert Rats,” the Nazi commanders 
were hungry for gas and other 
aupplies.

Their hope was to crash the Yank 
line, roll their Panzers north to 
Constantine, a big Allied base, and 
wrap up the British Second Army 
enroute.

IT WAS THE BEGINNING Of 
the end of his Afrika Korps, one 
of the great armies of history. 
The battered American force was

George Patton and Omar Bradley 
—and they began to build it into a 
mighty army. 
Where are ail these men now, 
the green soldiers ybo fought so 
well in the dry w&ddis and rocky 
djebeis of Tunisia? Ernie Pyle is 
dead, and the men he wrote about 
are scattered widely. 
Nothing exMa of that battle 
now, except scraps of old metal 
rusting In the timeless sands, and 
the memories of men who shared 
loyalty and danger there. Was it 
all only nine short years ago, or 
a century? Nothing is as tempor­ 
ary as an army. 


WASHINGTON — The French 
are quietly going broke, and no 
one seems to know Just what to 
do about it. This seems to be the 
best way to sum up the newest 
crises, in this city surfeited with 
crises. 
The facts, as usual, are repel- 
lently technical. But the essen­ 
tials of the situation are simple 
enough. The rock bottom of the 
French financial system is the re­ 
serve of hard currency, less than 
a billion in gold and dollars, which 
is used as backing for the franc. 
For various reasons, including the 
strains of rearmament and the 
balance of European payments, the 
French treasury is scraping this 
rock bottom. 


THE FRENCH EXPERT» them­ 
selves believe that, unless some 
way out is found, it will be nec­ 
essary in a matter of four or five 
weeks to 
make an 
impossible 
choice. 
Either the government 
can dip into the reserve, with 
fatal effects on the already en­ 
feebled franc. Or the whole French 
armaments program can be gutted. 
If the choice is between economic 
disaster or stopping rearmament, 
the latter course will be chosen. 
This means, of course, that the 
whole N.A.T1O. program, which is 
squarely based on the French de­ 
fense effort, is in serious danger. 
The American experts believe the 
danger can be dealt with -some­ 
how, largely by spending as quick- 
ly as possible the $300,000,000 al­ 
lotted for defense 
purposes 
in 
France this year. A junior state 
department official, Henry La- 
bouisse, has been sent to France 
to investigate the possibilities of 
keeping the situation glued to­ 
gether, and no doubt In the end 
the gluing operation will be made 
to work temporarily in on# way 
or another. 


YET THE FACT THAT this sort 
of imminent danger—which three 
or four years ago would have had 
this city in an uproar—is now 
treated wholly as a matter of 
course, says something rather im­ 
portant about the world situation 
and the current American response 
to it. In fact, an Increasing num­ 
ber of the highest American policy 
makers have been having a hard 
new look at the whole range of the 
American security program, and 
they are coming to the view that 
there is something radically wrong 
with it. 
Congress willing, 
the 
United 
States will be spending something 
close to $70 billion for straight 
military purposes this year, in­ 
cluding 
appropriations 
to 
the 
armed 
services, 
Ihe 
expanded 
atomic program, base construc­ 
tion, and exclusively military over­ 
seas aid. In contrast, only about 


$3.5 billion is being asked for eco­ 
nomic-political purposes, in order 
to deal with a whole'series of eco­ 
nomic-political soft spots of which 
that in France is only a sample. 
And the congress is honing its 
knife to cut even this amount. 


THERE ARE, IN FACT, two 
dangers to our security, One is the 
danger of Communist military ag­ 
gression, to which the aggression 
in Korea awakened the country.* 
The other is the danger of eco­ 
nomic-political collapse at «orno 
key point in the world. This dan­ 
ger sttl! exists, perhaps even more 
than in the days of the Marshall 
Plan, but since Korea wo have In­ 
creasingly tended to shove it under 
the rug. 
It is easy enough to show that 
this is so. 
The Anglo-American 
aljiance Is in appalling danger, for 
purely 
economic 
reasons. 
The 
stringent sacrifices now being im­ 
posed on the British people after 
ten years of austerity might quit» 
conceivably bring down the Chur­ 
chill government, and bring in a 
new cabinet, including strong rep­ 
resentation 
of the 
professional 
America-balters. The Anglo-Am­ 
erican alliance, the hard core of 
strength in the Western World, 
could hardly survive a Bevanite 
British government. 


THE 
COUNTRIES OF THE 
Middle East might go down one 
after the other, like a row of nine­ 
pins, even within the next twelve 
months. 
Yet the United States 
still has no real policy in the Mid­ 
dle East, and we cannot have a 
policy in the Middle East unless 
we are willing and able to spend 
money there. Indeed, we cannot 
even persuade the British to adopt 
a policy based on the realities 
of the Middle Eastern situation, 
unless the British can also be 
persuaded that they will win on 
the American swings what they 
lose on the Middle Eastern round­ 
abouts. Otherwise the British will 
continue their present policy of 
trying to hang on by their teeth 
to what scraps of economic ad­ 
vantages remain to them in the 
Middle Eatt, with ultimately fatal 
consequences. 
India, where the Communists 
have made important gains in the 
current elections, is another po­ 
tential danger point. So is Japan, 
where 
a new 
economic 
crisis 
threatens. And there are several 
others which could be mentioned. 
In brief, some of the most thought­ 
ful policy-makers are beginning to 
wonder if our $70 billion security 
program is not rather like a sev­ 
enty-foot rope, lowered to a man 
caught at the bottom of an eight- 
foot well. For the lack of a couple 
of extra feet, an economic-politi­ 
cal aid, at the bottom of the $70 
billion dollar rope, the whole ex­ 
pensive, painful effort to strength­ 
en and save the free world might 
fail.

BRITAIN HAS SAID THAT the 
gold and dollar reserves of the 
sterling area must top two billion 
dollars for “minimum safety.” It 
is reported that the January drain 
on her reserves pulled them below 
this figure. 
The United States, on the other 
hand, raked in 235 million dollars 
more of gold 
during 
January. 
Since last July 1, this country has 
added $U41,000,000 to its store of 
gold. 
In large part this sum Was due 
to our booming foreign trade. Last 
year we sold more than 15 billion 
dollars worth of goods abroad. We 
bought nearly 11 billion dollars 
worth of foreign goods, a record 
for any one year. 
But that four billion dollar dif­ 
ference is the trouble spot for the 
rest of the eWorld. It means they 
owe us four billion dollars over 
and above the amount of goods 
they were able to sell us. They 
pay the difference with gold—or 
with dollars that the U. 8. tax­ 
payers give them in loans and 
grants.

CCKTIFICATCS: 
No Secrecy Law On 
¡tal Statistics 


By MORRIS LANDSBERO 


SACRAMENTO,— (IP) — State and 
eounty officials confirmed today 
that copies of birth and death certi­ 
ficates are yours for the asking and 
a II fee. 
Some procedural changes h a v e 
been made—but there is no new 
law wjiich erects a paper Wall of 
•ecrecy on vital statistics. 
State sources said a woman clerk 
in the San Diego city-county health 
office plainly erred in several re­ 
spects when she refused informa­ 
tion on a recent death to two re­ 
porters from the San Diego Union. 
Her action prompted the Califor­ 
nia Newspapers Association to adopt 
a resolution deploring "dangerous 
suppression o f information.” Dr. 
J. B. Askew, San Diego Health Of­ 
ficer, later attributed, the incident 
to a misunderstanding. . 


SEARCH RESTRICTIONS 
This writer checked the State De­ 
partment of Public Health, the At­ 
torney General’s Office, the Go­ 
vernor’s Office, County Officials and 
the law itself, and found: 
Anyone can go to the County Re­ 
corder, County Registrar (Health 
Office) or the State Registrar of 
Vital Statistics and get a certifi­ 
ed copy of a specific certificate for 
It. 
Legal restrictions apply to cases 
of search. 
That is, suppose you 
ask to look through the files your­ 
self. There are definite regulations 
against public accessibility to the 
records. 
HOURLY FEE 
However, if the object of th e 
search is a proper one, it is per­ 
mitted upon payment of a 11 per 
hour fee. 
This has long been the rule laid 
down by the State Board of Public 
Health. It is designed to prevent 
sorting-through of vital statistics 
merely to gratify idle curiosity or, in 
legal language, "for some Scandalous 
object or for a purpose in which the 
inquirer is not benefically inter­ 
ested.” 
The 1951 legislature enacted sev­ 


eral amendments to the law govern 
ing birth and death records. 
The certificates are no divided in­ 
to sections. 
One contains the ordinary facts 
of birth or death —name, place, 
parentage, etc. 
The second is for medical infor­ 
mation, including any malformation 
at birth or cause of death. 
A copy of the first part goes to 
the county recorder’s office. 
The health officer and the state 
registrar get the certificates in full. 
The original is filed with the state. 
In the San Diego case, the woman 
clerk in the public health office re­ 
fused tne two reporters medical in­ 
formation on a death certificate. 
She was quoted as saying a new 
state law provides for withholding 
such data from the public without 
"good reason.” 
MEMO TO COUNTIES 
No such law was passed last year. 
But adoption of the new short forms 
has caused some misinterpretation 
by local authorities of what they tit 
supposed to give out. 
James S. F u l l e r of the State 
Bureau of Records and Statistics 
says this agency follows this prac­ 
tice: 
If a person merely asks for a birth 
or death certificate, he is given a 
copy of the short form. 
If he asks for or shows a need 
for medical information as well, he 
is given a copy of the full form. 
. 
The bureau, an arm of the State 
Health Department, mailed a mem­ 
orandum to county recorders and 
registrars l a s t December advising 
them to do the same. 
, It also has inaugurated a short- 
short birth form—'wallet-isised cards 
certifying name, place and date of 
birth; sex, color or race and certifi­ 
cate number. These are svailable 
from the state office for $1. 
In addition, the law provides for 
verifying a person's date and place 
of birth only without fee for use in 
schools and for employment ap­ 
plications. The state bureau is urg­ 
ing local authorities to offer the 
same service.

OSLO, Norway (AV-HJ&lmar An­ 
dersen, Norway’s sensational speed- 
skater, virtually completed the first 
consecutive-day triple slam in 
winter Olympics history today when 
he shattered his own recognized 
world record by 11.6 seconds to the 
10.000 meter race. 
The lean, 28-ear-old Norwegian 
athletic hero was clocked in 16 min­ 
utes, 45.8 seconds for the grind of 
approximately 6(4 miles to beat his 
listed world mark of 16:57.4 set last 
year. He has an even better time 
of 61:32.6. made in an International 
meet at Ha mar, Norway, nine days 
ago, up for recognition. 
Andersen, who plans to retire 
from competition after the world 
championship meet at his native 
Trondheim next month, won the 
5.000 meter race Sunday in the 
Olympic record time of 8:10.6 and 
yesterday annexed the 1.500 meter 
race (120 yards less than a mile) to 
2:20.4. 
The quiet, modest ice star was 
in the third pair to take the ice 
before a roaring crowd of over 
25,000, including Crown Prince Olav 
and his son, Prince Harold, to Bis- 
lett stadium. 
His time today was far under the 
Olympic record of 17:24.2, set by 
another Norwegian sports hero, Ivar 
Ballangrud, in 1936 at Garmisch- 
Parteknirchen, Germany. Ballan­ 
grud captured three gold medals 
that year but not on succAsive 
days. 
Norway zoomed far to front to 
the team standings yesterday by 
sweeping all three first places and 
a total of 42 points for a grand 
total of 74 points. The Norsemen, 
at home in the snow and on the 
ice, are expected to race away from 
all opposition. Until today, Austria 
was second with 41 points and the 
UB. third with 34’á.

“We have just contacted «tern,1 
the Short Splice radioed. “There 
are 33 survivors aboard stem. Seem 
to be okay. Stern riding good.” 
The radio message was the first 
word of the fate of those trapped 
aboard the shattered stern, bobbing 
In the seas some 25 miles off this 
Cape Cod fishing port. 
But grlinmer messages came from 
the Coast Guard cutters Yakutat 
and McCuIloch as they shepherd the 
rent bows of the two tankers 
through the stormy seas. 
The Yakutat messaged that “five 
or six” men plunged into the icy 
ocean to their deaths from the bow 
of the Port Mercer in a futile at­ 
tempt to reach life rafts floated to 
them by the cutter at dawn. 
The McCuIloch radioed that there 
was “no indication of life aboard” 
the bow of the Pendleton, which ran 
aground 1,500 yards from Pollock 
Rip lightship. 
Capt. John J. Fitzgerald, 40, of 
Boston, and six of his crewmen 
were last seen aboard the Pendle­ 
ton’s bow. Two other members of 
the crew of 41 were lost previously. 
The Fort Mercer carried a crew 
estimated at 43, all but 10 of whom 
were reported alive aboard the stern. 
With five or six reported lost from 
the bow this morning, four or five 
others were believed still clinging 
to that section of the ship shortly 
before 8 am. 
Hie McCuIloch radioed that it 
was standing by the grounded bow 
of the Panedlton but was unable 
to get its men «board the wreckage 
to hunt for possible survivors. 
The Cutter said water was break­ 
ing over the deck of the bow but 
that the section was on an even 
keel.

DR. A. A. CAMPBELL, 
MARIN LEADER, DIES 


Ex-Mayor Of Corte Madera, Friend Of Truman, 
Stricken At Sonoma County Ranch At Age 55 


Dr. Archibald A. Campbell, 55- 
year-old community leader and 1950 
census director for Marin county, 
wxs found dead early today at his 
ranch near Healdsburg. 
The former mayor of Corte Ma­ 
dera and persona! friend to Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman apparently 
died of a heart attack. 
He was a chiropodist whose office 
was at 1010 B street, Ban Rafael, 
His family home is 102 Hillside 
avenue, San Rafael. 
Dr. Campbell was one to the 
spark-plugs to the postwar drive to 
set up the Marin Hospital district 
and build a publicly-owned medical 
facility to the county. 
Dr. Campbell was a veteran of 
World War I service and was Mis­ 
souri state commander of the Am­ 
erican, Legion to 1922. During that 
period Truman was active to Jack­ 
son county Legion affairs and the 
two became well-acquainted. 
Later Dr. Campbell moved from 
Monett, Mo., to Spokane, Wash., 
where he became chef de guerre to 
of the local 40 et 8 (American Le­ 
gion affiliate) voiture. He and his 
wife, Eugenia M. Campbell, moved 
to Marin in 1931 and settled to 
Corte Madera. 
He entered town politics and was 
elected city councilmen, serving as 
mayor to 1941. 
During the war, the doctor served 
on the Marin county rationing 
board to the Office of Price Ad­ 
ministration (OPA). His federal 
service included direction to the 
1950 census in Marin county. 
At World War ITs end, Dr. 
Campbell took an active part to the 
campaign to set up the Marin 
Hospital district and to float bonds 
for construction of the facility 
which is scheduled for opening this 
summer. 
Last night, the doctor was sched­ 
uled to preside at a meeting of the 
Redwood Empire district of the 
California Chiropodists' association 
in Napa, He is president to the 
unit.

A Civil war story of a daring raid 
by 20 northerners in April of IB32 
was described to Mill Valley Rotary 
dub this afternoon by Dr. Rodney 
Hartman of Mill Valley. 
A Captain Andrews and If men 
as Kentuckians, stole a tram just 
outside of Atlanta, Ga„ and started 
for Chattanooga, Tenn., in a trip 
which they hoped would destroy tine 
railroad as they proceeded. 
They 
planned to bum bridges and tunnels, 
rip up rails and tear down telegraph 
wires enroute. 
However, an alert conductor, who 
followed first on a handcar, then in 
a freight engine and finally on a 
fast passenger engine he comman­ 
deered and drove backwards, pur­ 
sued them so closely they were un­ 
able to carry through with their 
destructive aims. 
The chase, as described by Dr. 
Hartman, made an exciting chapter 
in history of the war. How the en­ 
gines dodged the other trains on the 
one-track line, how they maneu­ 
vered sometimes only a quarter of 
a mile apart, how the northerners 
were finally caught just short of 
their goal and executed, was detailed 
by the doctor, who makes history 
his hobby.

The thoroughfares in question are 
loianthas, Manzanita, and Beatty 
avenues. None of them nave been 
accepted as county roads. Judge 
Faulkner said, but the county has 
done some maintenance on them 
in past years. 


WORST IN MARIN 
The residents feel that the streets 
are as had as any In Marin county 
—if not worse. Supervisor Chairman 
T. Fred Bagshaw and Supervisor 
Robert H- Trumbull, who represents 
the area, agreed. 
Faulkner said he had approached 
County Road Commissioner Carl P. 
Clow, and that Clow gave him sev­ 
eral estimates over a period of time 
on the cost of bringing the roads up 
to par. These ranged, he said, from 
$1.500 to $6,600. 
And Clow, he declared, has “stal­ 
led me and stalled me and stalled 
me” on getting anything done. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
noted several legal provisions which 
bar county expenditure of money in 
the area, and suggested that the 
people (who have raised some $2,600 
to repair the mile or so of road­ 
way) have the job done by a pri­ 
vate contractor 


46-FOOT ROADWAYS 
Bagshaw suggested, however, that 
the county do the work and be re­ 
imbursed by the people. The long- 
range problem of obtaining 40-foot 
rights-of-way, required by state law 
for roads maintained through gaso­ 
line tax funds, will be deferred. 
The public safety is involved, 
Bagshaw aaid. 
During a part of the meeting, 
there was a clash over who had the 
right to speak. Judge Faulkner had 
been recognized by Bagshaw and 
was talking. Fusselman began to in­ 
terpose a comment. The audience 
began to cry, “Let him (Faulkner) 
talk,” and “He had to wait for you, 
now you wait for him." 
Bagshaw called for order. *Tm the 
chairman here, and I rule Judge 
Faulkner has the floor." 
Fusselman frowned. “Now wait a 
minute . , . what I'm going to say 
will help him (Faulkner),* he said. 
Bagshaw ruled again that Faulk­ 
ner could talk, but Faulkner de­ 
ferred to Fusselman.

The witness was Miss Lydia E. 
Innes of San Jose, secretary of the 
committee on finance and govern­ 
ment o# the Santa Clara county 
grand jury, just discharged. 


Miss 
Innes 
sharply 
criticized 
secrecy of welfare operations and 
cited “ cases of lavish expenditures 
far beyond my own means," and 
read a letter, dated last Jan . 17. 
which she said 
summarized 
the 
findings of the grand jury com­ 
mittee. 
s 


She told how the committee in­ 
vestigated the welfare situation in 
Santa Clara county after the grand 
Jury of the previous year had rec­ 
ommended demotion of the welfare 
director. 


Miss Innes said the committee 
found a fam ily receiving $350 a 
month support which was able to 
purchase two television sets costing 
a total of $1.000. 


Rhe also said the grand jury in­ 
vestigation cleared the welfare di­ 
rector, Mrs. M ary Edith Clifford, 
and Deputy D istrict Attorney Peter 
J. Mkocuso. 


"W e had no fault to find with 
M r. Mantuso and Mrs. C lifford," 
Miss Innes told the interim com­ 
mittee. “We felt policy making at 
top levels was the point at which 
the trouble emanated." 


Under close questioning by As­ 
semblyman Robert L. Condon (D., 
W alnut Creek), Miss Innes was un­ 
able to give any specific examples 
of fault at the top level. 
But she said it was the spirit 
fostered by the State Department 
of Public W elfare which led the 
local officials “ to spend more and 
ask less." 
She read a letter by the grand 
jury committee, addressed to mem­ 
bers of the Santa Clara county 
board of supervisors, and to the 
Santa Clara county members of the 
state legislature. 
The letter read in ptfrt: 
“We are appealing to you as our 
representatives to make a deter 
mined effort to remedy existing 
conditions. 
“ Approximately 70 per cent of all 
money collected from property taxes 
in Santa Clara county is expended 
for welfare and welfare institutions 
“ Distribution of funds to those 
who are blind or aged, to all those 
who may be classed as legitim ate 
worthy recipients is not questioned 
But the allotments given year after 
year under the state-aid-to-needy- 
children program, particularly and 
the general welfare fund too fre­ 
quently contribute neither to the 
genuine welfare of individual recip­ 
ients nor to public welfare. 
“ In fact, abandonment of home 
and children seem to be fostered 
by the enhanced income lavished 
upon so-called abandoned fam ilies. 
“ Allotments to persons of ques­ 
tionable character and occupation, 
to fam ilies who spend extravagant 


for luxuries, the average self-sus­ 
taining 
taxpaying 
fam ily 
cannot 
afford, are to be deplored. 
“ Money for extras, such as re­ 
frigerators, dining 
room 
sets or 
house repair, house painting, etc., 
granted over and above generous 
monthly allotments seems to result 
in giving more and more just for 
the asking. . . . 


“A rapidly increasing segment of 
our population is sucking the life 
blood from our society, destroying 
the independence of the average 
self-sustaining fam ily, along with 
the total destruction of the re­ 
cipients’ independence." 
The letter also recommended that 
"legislation which cloaks welfare 
activities w ith secrecy be revised to 
provide reasonable and essential in ­ 
vestigation of welfare cases by qual­ 
ified persons and to provide ade­ 
quate control of expenditures on the 
local level." 
The letter was signed by the four 
members , of the committee—M ilton 
G. Moerthing, 1094 South Second 
St., i San Jose; 
Arch W ilson, of 
Stevens Creek road, Cupertino; H. 
Taylor Perry of I960 Webster St., 
Palo Alto, chairman of the commit­ 
tee. and Miss Innes, its secretary. 
Moenning attended the interim 
committee hearing today and was 
introduced, but did not make any 
statement.

Moth Balls Are Not Safe In 
The Hands Of Small Children

Parents should take special care 
to keep moth balls avay from small 
children who might eat them. 
Moat moth balls art not made 
of camphor, but of napht&lene. a 
chemical which causes a severe 
type of anemia when taken into the 
blood stream. 
« 
Grownups might think that the 
taste would be enough to keep 
youngsters from putting moth balls 
into their mouths, but this does not 
seem to be true for small children, 
who think the smooth balls are 
candy. 
MISTAKEN CONDITION 
The danger in the type of anemia 
caused by paphthalene is that the 
condition might «ashy be mistaken 
for hemolytic anemia, which re­ 
quires the removal of the spleen. 
Removal of the spleen is not neces­ 
sary for the anemia of moth ball 
poisoning. 
In many cases of severe anemia 
tha true cause, pauhthalene, may 
go unrecognized, because nobody

SMALL AMOUNT DANGEROUS 
The amount swallowed may be 
large, but need not be to dangerous. 
A half of a single moth ball has 
produced severe anemia. One baby 
died from naphthalene absorbed 
through the skin from diapers that 
had not been thoroughly washed 
out. 
The 
first 
sign 
of 
swallowing 
naphthalene may be irritation of 
the stomach, with vomiting and 
pain in the abdomen. Then there 
may be a burning in the bladder 
and kidney region when the rhnn 
urinates. 
The urine is usually dark, due to 
the presence of blood or of hemo­ 
globin, which is the blood coloring. 
Blood change» due to naphthalene 
may also give the skin a bluish 
color. The Mood count is usually 
very low, and the case may easily 
be diagnosed as hemolytic anemia. 
BEST TREATMENT 
When the anemia can be traced 
to naphthalene, the best treatment 
usually calls for blood transfusions. 
It also includes treatment with so­ 
dium bicarbonate and sodium lac­ 
tate, drugs which raise the alkaline 
level of the blood. 
Parents are warned to keep moth 
balls and flakes away from small 
children. If a child becomes sud­ 
denly ill with severe anemia, the 
doctor should be called at once and 
the parent should try to find out 
if the youngster was seen eating 
moth balls, as this single piece of 
information can make all the dif­ 
ference in treating the condition.

WASHINGTON - The French 
sre quietly going broke, and no 
one teems to know Just what to 
do about it. This seems to be the 
best wsy to sum up the newest 
crises, in tods city surfeited with 
crises. 


The facts, as usual, are repel- 
lently technical. 
But the essen­ 
tials of the situation are simple 
enough. The rock bottom of the 
French financial system is the re­ 
serve of hard currency, less than 
a billion in gold and dollars, which 
is used as backing for the franc. 
For various reasons, including the 
strains of rearmament and the 
balance of European payments, the 
French treasury is scraping this 
rock bottom. 


THE FRENCH EXPERTS them­ 
selves believe that, unless some 
way out Is found, it will be nec­ 
essary in a matter of four or five 
weeks to 
make an 
impossible 
choice. 
Either the government 
can dip into the reserve, with 
fatal effects os the already en­ 
feebled franc. Or the whole French 
armaments program can be gutted. 
If the choice is between economic 
disaster or stopping rearmament, 
the latter course will be chosen. 


This means, of course, that the 
whole NA.TiO. program, which is 
squarely based on the French de­ 
fense effort, is in serious danger. 
The American experts belie vs the 
danger can be dealt with -some­ 
how, largely by spending as quick­ 
ly as possible the 1300,600,000 al­ 
lotted for defense 
purposes 
in 
France this year. A Junior state 
department official, 
Henry La- 
bouisse, has been sent to France 
to investigate the possibilities of 
keeping the situation glued to­ 
gether, and no doubt in the «id 
the gluing operation will be made 
to work temporarily in one way 
or another. 


YET THE FACT THAT this sort 
of imminent danger—which three 
or four years ago would have had 
this city In an uproar—is now 
treated wholly 
as a matter 
of 
course, says something rather Im­ 
portant about the world situation 
and the current American response 
to it. In fact, an increasing num­ 
ber of the highest American policy 
makers have been having a hard 
new look at the whole range of the 
American security program, and 
they are coming to the view that 
there is something radically wrong 
with it. 


Congress willing, 
the 
United 
States wUl be spending something 
close to 170 billion for straight 
military purposes this year, In­ 
cluding 
appropriations 
to 
the 
armed 
services, 
(he 
expanded 
atomic program, base construc­ 
tion. and exclusively military over­ 
seas aid. In contrast, only about 


13.1 billion is being asked for eco­ 
nomic-political purposes, is order 
to deal with a whole'series of eco­ 
nomic-political soft spots of which 
that in France is only a sample. 
And the congress is honing its 
knife to cut even this amount. 


THERE ARE, IN FACT, 
two 
dangers to our security, One is the 
danger of Communist military ag­ 
gression, to which the aggression 
in Korea awakened the country.' 
The other is the danger of eco­ 
nomic-political collapse at some 
key point in the world. This dan­ 
ger still exists, perhaps even more 
than in the days of the Marshall 
Plan, but since Korea we have in­ 
creasingly tended to shove It under 
the rug. 
It is easy enough to show that 
this is so. 
Tito Anglo-American 
alliance is in appalling danger, for 
purely 
economic 
reasons. 
The 
stringent sacrifices now being im­ 
posed on the British people after 
ten years of austerity might quite 
conceivably bring down the Chur­ 
chill government, and bring in a 
new cabinet, including strong rep­ 
resentation 
of the 
professional 
America-baiters. 
The Anglo-Am­ 
erican alliance, the hard core of 
strength in the Western World, 
could hardly survive a Bevanlte 
British government, 


THE 
COUNTRIES 
OF 
THE 
Middle East might go down one 
after the other, like a row of nine­ 
pins, even within the next twelve 
months. 
Yet the United States 
still has no real policy in the Mid­ 
dle East, and we cannot have a 
policy in the Middle East unless 
we are willing and able to spend 
money there. 
Indeed, we cannot 
even persuade the British to adopt 
e. policy based on the realities 
of the Middle Eastern situation, 
unless the British ean also be 
persuaded that they will win on 
the American swings what they 
lose on the Middle Eastern round­ 
abouts. Otherwise the British will 
continue their present policy of 
trying to hang on by their teeth 
to what scraps of economic ad­ 
vantages remain to them In the 
Middle Ea*t, with ultimately fatal 
consequences. 
India, where the Communists 
have made important gains in the 
current elections, is another po­ 
tential danger point. So is Japan, 
where 
a new 
economic 
crisis 
threatens 
And there are several 
others which could be mentioned. 
In brief, some of the most thought­ 
ful policy-makers are begirnlng to 
wonder if our $70 billion security 
program is not rather like a sev­ 
enty-foot rope, lowered to a man 
caught at the bottom of an eight- 
foot well. For the lack of a couple 
of extra feet, an economic-politi­ 
cal aid, at the bottom of the $70 
billion dollar rope, the whole ex­ 
pensive, painful effort to strength­ 
en and save the free world might 
fail.

Are Losing Gold To U.S.

NEW YORK (P)—Gold continues 
to flow from Europe to toe United 
States. 
The French financial crisis re­ 
vives talk of a possible devaluation 
of the franc, although the Paris 
government stoutly denies It has 
any such plan. 
The royal pageantry surrounding 
the ascension of a queen to Brit­ 
ain’s throne has diverted stten- 
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tion 
from 
England's 
financial 
plight. But there are reports her 
gold and dollar reserves are con­ 
tinuing to drop, despite the strenu­ 
ous efforts of the Churchill gov­ 
ernment to halt it. 


BRITAIN HAS SAID THAT the 
gold and dollar reserves of the 
sterling area must top two billion 
dollars for ‘ minimum safety ” It 
is reported that the January drain 
on her reserves pulled them below 
this figure. 
The United States, on the other 
ha id, raked in 238 million dollars 
more of gold 
during 
January. 
Since last July 1, this countoy has 
added $1,241,000,000 to its store of 
gold. 
In large part this sum Was due 
to our booming foreign trade. Last 
year we sold more than 15 billion 
dollars worth of goods abroad. We 
bought nearly 11 billion dollars 
worth of foreign goods, a record 
for any one year. 
But that four billion dollar dif­ 
ference is the trouble spot for the 
rest of the Yorld. It means they 
owe us four billion dollars over 
and above the amount of goods 
they were able to sell us. 
They 
pay the difference with gold—or 
with dollars that the U. S. tax­ 
payers give them in loans and 
grants.

ested”

such data from the public without 
“good reason.” 
MEMO TO COUNTIES 
No such law was passed last year. 
But adoption of the new short forms 
has caused some mlsinterpte^tten 
by local authorities of what the) age 
supposed to give out. 
James S. Pu l l e r of the mate 
Bureau of Records and Statistics 
says this agency follow» this prac­ 
tice: 
If a person merely asks for a birth 
or death certificate, he is given a 
copy of the short form.

The bureau, an arm of the State 
Health Department, mailed a mem­ 
orandum to county recorders and 
registrars l as t December advising 
them to do the same. 
, It also has inaugurated a short- 
short birth form—wallet-isised cards 
certifying name, place and date of 
birth; sex, color or race and certifi­ 
cate number. These ere available 
from the state office for 11. 
In addition, the law provides for 
verifying a person's date and place 
of birth only without fee for use in 
schools and for employment ap­ 
plications.

Strader is back 
again. The popular ex-coach of the 
now defunct New York Yanks never 
should have been out in the first 
place, ■

Red# will assist Buck Shaw in 
coaching the San Francisco 49ers 
of the National Football League. 
It’s a full time job and will take 
Strader back to San Francisco, the 
place he loves so well, for he lives 
across the bay at Berkeley, 
Strader was forced to sit out the 
1951 season because Ted Collins, 
who now can be called “an ex-foot- 
ball impresario,” ruled that Red was 
“too sick" to coach. Red really had 
nothing the matter with him that a 
few good tackles or a good quarter­ 
back could not cure. He became run 
down beating the bushes for foot­ 
ball material for the 1951 Yanks. He 
had driven some 15,000 miles in less 
than a month. 
BOOTED BY COLLINS 
4 
After he had signed most of the 
players for Collins he was given 
the gate. It would have been great 
had Collins changed his mind and 
celled Red back last season for the 
Yanks won only or* game under 
Jimmy Phelan. Of course, Jimmy 
came in late and was handicapped. 
Strader came to town for the an­ 
nual National League meeting and 
a possible settlement on his 1951 
contract. 
It marked the first time that 
Strader was off the football field, 


In joining the 49ers, Strader will 
find on# of his former Yankee play­ 
ers in camp next summer in Lowell 
Wagner, a defensive back. When 
Wagner played here he was a crack 
right halfback. He played both of­ 
fense and defense, averaging 45 
minutes a game. 
That’s the way it was with Stra­ 
der. His Yankees always gave out- 
for him. In the All-America Con­ 
ference his teams gave the cham­ 
pion Cleveland Browns their tough­ 
est battles. 
But In the summer of 1951 Stra­ 
der could see the handwriting on 
the wall—or was it on the towel? 
Instead of two hard daily workouts 
in sweatsuit*, orders went out that 
there was to be only one daily work­ 
out in sweatsuits and one in shorts. 
It meant saving $300 a month in 
laundry bills. Strader almost hit the 
ceiling, believing it was unfaii* to 
the players and unfair to the pro­ 
moters who were paying around 
620,000 to see the Yanks in exhibi­ 
tions. This hasn’t been written un­ 
til now and it is mentioned to show

The two 19,000-ton tankers snap­ 
ped In half some 25 miles from each

treacherous course. 
The heroic crew of a Coast Guard 
lifeboat braved mountainous wkves 
to pluck the 82 men from the Pen­ 
dleton’s stem as additional rescue 


Dr. W. H. Pemberton 
Psychologist, Opens 
Office In Mill Valley 
Psychologist Dr. William H Pem­ 
berton of Mill Valley has opened 
offices with Dr. Rodney B. Hart­ 
man in the Keystone building, Mill 
Valley. Dr. Pemberton is maintain­ 
ing his part-time offices in 8an 
Francisco, where he was associated 
with the late Dr. Alfred C, Reed. 
Dr, Pemberton received his doc­ 
tor* degree from University of Cali­ 
fornia in 1950 and did his clinical 
training at New York State Pay- 
• hiatric Institute. He also was a 
research technician at Langley por­ 
ta1 Clinic in San Francisco. 
During the war years the doctor 
served as a counselor and personnel 
consultant for the American Red 
Cross. 
Dr. Hartman declared that Dr. 
Pemberton’s services are “an im­ 
portant and needed adjunct” to the 
present diagnostic and treatment 
programs now in Marin county. 


It was one of these vessels, the 
Navy cargo carrier Short Spike, 
which paved the waj for a new 
rescue operation by reporting that 
S3 itorm-battered seamen still lived 
aboard the Port Mercer's stern, 
"We have just contacted item,” 
the Short Splice radioed. “There 
are 33 survivors aboard stem. Seem 
to be okay. Stem riding good.” 
The radio message was the first 
word of the fate of those trapped 
aboard the shattered stern, bobbing 
in the seas some 25 miles off this 
Cape Cod fishing port. 
But grimmer message« came from 
the Coast Guard cutter« Yakutat 
and McCulloch as they shepherd the 
rent bows of the two tankers 
through the stormy «as. 
The Yakutat messaged that “five 
or six” men plunged Into the Icy 
ocean to their deaths from the bow 
of the Port Mercer in a futile at­ 
tempt to reach life rafts floated to 
them by the cutter at dawn. 
The McCulloch radioed that there 
was “no indication of life aboard” 
the bow of the Pendleton which ran 
aground 1,500 yards from Pollock 
Rip lightship. 
Capt. John J. Fitzgerald, 49, of 
Boston, and six of his crewmen 
were last seen aboard the Pendle­ 
ton’s bow. Two other members of 
the crew of 41 were lost previously. 
The Fort Mercer carried a crew 
estimated at 43, all but 10 of whom 
were reported alive aboard the stem. 
With five or six reported lost from 
the bow this mOming, four or five 
others were believed still clinging 
to that section of the ship shortly 
before 8 am. 
The McCulloch radioed that It 
was standing by the grounded bow 
of the Panedlton but was unable 
to get its mfit aboard the wreckage 
to hunt for possible survivors. 
The Cutter said water was break­ 
ing over the deck of the bow but 
that the section was on an even 
keel.

CORPORATIONS WORSE 
Corporations would fans worse, he 
went on, heeawte 89 per aeot of the 
ftate taxes they saved would be 
taken by the federal government. 
Hulse expressed certainty «the 
state government is going to be 
stuck with at least 80 per cent of 
the $250 million loaned to schools 
for classroom construction. 
To get loans, school districts, first, 
had to tax themselves to the limit 
They are expected to repay as much 
as they can for 30 years after which 
the state takes over the unpaid 
balance.
